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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. In claim 1, on line 3, the alternative "or" is indefinite since it does not positively 
limit the metes and bound of the patent protection desired. Correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Romanowski (US 5,811,359). Romanowski discloses a fire-retardant protective garment, col. 3, 
lines 55-65 which provides barrier against biological and chemical agents, col. 4, line 66 - col. 5, 
line 1, that includes an exterior and an interior polymeric film surface with 
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the interior thereof having an antistatic effective amount of conductive and water absorbing 
coating, col. 3, lines 49-52 and as shown in figures 1 and 1 A. The garment includes a film which 
can be made of polyolefin, col. 5, lines 24-37. 

Response to Amendment 

5. The arguments filed on December 8, 2005 has been considered. In view of such, a newly 
applied rejection has prompted this office action to be made new-non Final and the arguments 
are moot. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 2-10 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. Claims 12-19 are allowable because the prior art does not teach or suggest a biological 
garment having an outer polymeric film with a non woven scrip attached to an interior thereof by 
creating antistatic effect of a water absorbing and conductive inorganic salt that activated by 
humidity within the garment when worn.
